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ABOLISH GAME LAWS THE ‘‘BONE DRY’’ LAW 

Taking its text on the incident 
“of two boys who were thrown 
‘into the San Joaquin county jail 
on a-charge of illegal fishing, the

officers of that county and the 
people of the state of California. 

That paper declares that the 
arresting of the two boys will not 
have a tendency to popularize the 
game laws of the state. 

It appears that the game ward- 
en, after confiscating the outfit 
cf the boys in question, trotted 
them off to jail, because they 
were caught redhanded in the 
awful crime of catching fish and| 
selling them to support them- 
selves and aged parents. Con-/may invade that right. 
tinuing the arraignment of the; 
laws and especially the game and 
fish commission of the state, the 
Mail says: 

‘With seven or eight alleged 
murders in the San Joaquin coun- 
ty jail awaiting trial, the officers 
will do well to turn their atten- 
tion to the protecting of human 
life. Less time and rigor ex- 
pended in the care of ducks and 
fish and more on ‘‘human be- 
ings’’ is desirable. 

“‘The game laws are unpopular. 
Most of them have been engineer- 
ed through the Legislature by the 
California game commission with- 
out much reference to public in- 
terest or publie sentiment. Year 
by year the laws have been made 
more. offensive. The tendency 
of the commission seems to be to 
introduce: laws modeled on the 
‘poaching’ laws of England. 
whereby a pheasant was made 
equal to a peasant, and the life 
of a deér was better safeguarded 
than that of a woman, 

*‘Reasonable and workable 
laws for the protection of game 
and fish are unquestionably need- 
ed. If the killing of game or the 
taking of fish should be prohibit- 
ed entirely for two years, the 
public would be agreeable. But 
the fact that present laws operate 
so that private preserves and fish- 
ing places are encouraged and the 
publie apparently discriminated 
against, smacks of class legisla- 
tion of the worst kind. Against 
trespass or the invasion of private 
property every protection should 
be given. But the open streams 
and the mountains ought to be 
reasonably free for the recreation 
of the public. 

“If game and fish are ‘‘dis- 
‘ appearing’’ the people are not 
guilty. Hunting and fishing are 
becoming the sport of the favor- 
ed few. Gradually the price of 
fish and game is: passing beyond 
the reach of the laborer’s family. 
Sinee the California Fish and 
Game Cimmission began opera- 
tions fish has passed from the list 
of common foods to the menu of 
luxury; and game has beeome a 
fiction f@ the general public. If 
the misdipected zeal of the Com- 
mission is not soon curbed, condi- 
tions will graw worse. No relief 
may be hoped for throngh the 
« Legislature. But it is within the 
power of the people by initiative 
action to abolish the present: code 
of game laws (aud also the com- 
mission) and substitute therefor

There will now be fourteen 
states where it will presumably 
be impossible for any citizen to 
get a drink. Wealth and _ posi- 
tion will not avail. The million- 
aire will lose his wine cellar and 
sideboard, and _ find _hiniself 
stranded alcoholically as high and 
dry as the humblest. laborer. 

This is prohibition with a veng- 
eance. It was meant so, ap- 
parently, by the liquor represent- 
atives who put it forward and 
who were astonished at the celeri- 
ty with which congress adopted 
it. Their idea was to make prohi- 
bition so obnoxious that states 
now dry would weary of it and 
other states would be deterred by 
the horrible drouth and refrain 
from incurring it themselves. 
Some of the prohibition leaders 
agree with this view, and frankly 
fear a swing back to King Al- 
cohol after a brief trial of the 
“‘bone dry’’ standard. 

But all that may safely be said 
abou that phase of the question 
is, ‘‘We shall see.’’ Nothing in 
the way of prohibition surprises 
anybody anymore.
